1.  Save the Date: The Neighborhood Conference in 2014 
 
Next year’s Neighborhood Conference will be held Saturday, March 8, 2014, at the Knoxville 
Convention Center.

2.  No Newsletter Next Week; No Garbage Pickup on July 4 
 
This newsletter will not be published on Friday, July 5. The next issue will be distributed on 
Friday, July 12. The deadline for news and calendar items is 9 a.m. that day. 
 
The city’s household garbage and recyclables collector, Waste Connections, will not operate 
on the Fourth of July. Pickup scheduled for Thursday will instead occur on Friday, and 
Friday’s garbage and recycled materials will be collected on Saturday, July 6.

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4.  City Staff to Update Advisory Council on Programs to Fight Blight 
 
Members of the City’s Community Development, Public Service and Law Departments will 
speak at the Neighborhood Advisory Council next month to provide updates on the city’s 
efforts to address abandoned, blighted and vacant properties, particularly in residential 
neighborhoods. 
 
The meeting begins at 4:30 p.m. Wednesday, July 10, in the community room of the Cansler 
Family YMCA, located at 616 Jessamine Street at East Fifth Avenue. 
 
Appointed by the Mayor, NAC consists of 15 neighborhood and community leaders who 
provide advice and feedback to the Administration on issues affecting Knoxville’s residential 
neighborhoods.

5.  MPC Offers Ways to Stay Informed of Agenda Items 
 
The preliminary agenda for the July 11 meeting of the Metropolitan Planning Commission is 
now available on the MPC web site at http://agenda.knoxmpc.org. 
 
Neighborhood groups are encouraged to check the preliminary and final agendas each 
month to find out if there is an agenda item --- such as requests for rezoning or use on review 
--- that might impact the neighborhood.  
 
Anyone with email access can sign up to receive email notifications on a variety of MPC 
matters that may impact your neighborhood. Just browse to http://www.knoxmpc.org/ and 
look for the “Keep up with MPC” article at the bottom of the page. 
 
Meanwhile, MPC and KGIS have rolled out a new beta version of the “MPC Case Mapping 
Viewer” at http://www.kgis.org/mpccases/.  MPC staff is asking everyone to “test drive” this 
application and report any bugs to MPC staff at 215-2500. You can review the Knox County 
map and quickly determine if the upcoming MPC agenda includes an item in or near your 
neighborhood. By single-clicking on an item, and then on the file number, you can see details 
of the MPC staff report. 

 
 
6.  MPC Seeks Ideas on Future of Central and East City Sectors 
  
Work is underway to revise the Central City and East City sector plans that are the basis for 
MPC’s zoning and land use decisions each month.  
 
Because of the importance of these plans, input from residents, business owners, and 
workers in the sector is essential. 
 
MPC planners have been working on updates for both sector plans for a few months and 
have already attended several neighborhood meetings to gather ideas for the plans.  Now 
MPC is in the process of holding sector-wide meetings. 
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For the East Sector, one sector-wide meeting has already been held, and a final one is 
scheduled for 6 p.m. Thursday, July 11, at Washington Pike United Methodist Church, 2241 
Washington Pike.

Based on public input, MPC staff will draft 15-Year plans that includes goals and proposals to 
guide East City and Central City growth. A five-year improvement program will also be 
prepared, outlining projects to improve roads, parks, schools, and other facilities. The draft 
plan will be available for public review later this year and will be presented both online and in 
a series of community meetings. 
 
Eventually, the revised plans must be adopted by MPC and City Council. 
 
 
7.  National Night Out Set for Tuesday, October 1, in Knoxville 
 
This is your friendly reminder that the Knoxville Police Department last year moved “National 
Night Out” from the first Tuesday of August to the first Tuesday of October, and that will be 
the case again this year and for the foreseeable future. 
 
National Night Out --- a nationwide effort promoted by National Association of Town Watch 
(www.natw.org) --- traditionally is observed in August, but due to the recent history of getting 
rained out by summer thunderstorms, KPD elected to change the date in Knoxville to the 
alternate first Tuesday of October. This year, that will be October 1. 
 
Once again this year, neighborhood groups will host potluck suppers, picnics, and other 
events to celebrate the strength of community and send a message to would-be thieves and 
con artists that neighbors are watching out for them and for one another.
